AN ANNIVERSARY SERMON, 


The Rev. Dr. Barrows on the Results of His 
Kight Years’ Pastorate. 

In connection with an elaborate Haster 
service lastevening Dr. Barrews delivered 
his eighth anniversary sermon from the text, 
Revelations, ii., 8, “I know thy works; be- 
bold, I have set before thee an open door.” 

Atter reviewing the early history of the mother 
church of Chicago the pastor glanced at the rec- 
ord of the last eight aud a haif years. Since 1882 
1,072 additions have been made to the member- 
ship, 784 on confession of faith and 388 by letter. 
As the Railroad Chapel is included in this report 
it is vroper to add that the additions 
to the church have been 458 and to 
the chapel, of which the Rev. C. 
M. Morton is pastor, 614 The _ total 
amount of money contributed for church pur- 
posesand for benevolence since 1882, is $673,923, 
which does not represent more then half of the 
gifts which have come from the members of the 
congregation. During ali this time the gifts of 
this church for home missions have averaged 
$15,000 a year. It has been foremost in its con- 
tributions to the Presbyterian Hospital and 
among the foremost in the aid which it has ren- 
dered to the charitable institutions of Chicago. 

The record of the last year has been one of un- 
usual interest. The church building bas been 
renovated and the auditorium redecorated at an 
expense of $8,000. Evening praise and preaching 
services were begun in November for the pur- 
pose of reaching some of the non-church-going 

pulation. The result has been, owing very 

rgely to the faithfulness, taste, and cure of the 
able musical director, Mr. Clarence Eddy, that 
interested and thronged congregations have filled 
the house. To some extent, the problem of a 
second service had Here been solved by making 
itso attractive that people would be compelied 
to come. There have beonin the last year 127 
additions to the churcl, ninty-six of which were 
at the chapel. The benevolent contributions, 
including $17,613 for ger expenses, 
have amounted to $115,309.

Dr. William Fithian, the oldest and richest 
citizen of the great county of Vermillion, 
died at Danville April 5. 

Dr. Fithian was born at Urbana, O., in April, 
1709. A poor boy, with little school he went, 


at 12 years of age, into a printing-office that he 
might gain the knowledge that comes from that

good, hard school. Ip this occupation he re- 


mained for years, resolutely laying up a part of 
his scanty earnings wherewith to fit himself for 
the practice of medicine, to which his ambition 
was always bent, aud which he pursued for more 
than sixty years. He first set (1822) in Me- 
chanicsburg, O.. and in later life he often related 
that after buying his horse, saddle- 
bags, and the medicines to start with he had jas 
25 cents left to call his own.

DEAD BY WALES, 


Paris Btirread Up Over the Sensational In- 
cident—Rigorous Observance of Passion 
Week at the French Capital—The Im- 
portance to Germany of Bismarck’s 
Resignation Daily Becoming More Ap- 
paremt.

LONDON, April 5.—Paris is talking about 
the quarrel between the Prince of Wales and 
the.-Duke of Mariborough this week. This 
quarrel resulted from an interview which 
was held in. the Primce’s drawing-room 
Tuesday at the Hotel Bristol. This inter- 
view was solicited by the Duke and lasted longer 
than is usual for a visit of courtesy or a friendly 
call. It was, moreover, heid strictly téte-a-téte. 
Wednesday the Prince, after lunching with 
Baron Hirsch, was crossing the Rue Faubourg 
St. Honoré on foot to gé to the Elysée, and was 
within ten yards of the principal entrance of the 
palace when the Duke of Marlborough passed. 
It was then seen, to the astonishment of every- 
body who knew how friendly the relations be- 
tween the Prince and Duke used to be, that 
when Marlborough raised his hat to salute tne 
Prince the latter turned away his head without 
giving the slightest sign of recognition and 
walked on, cutting the heir of the hero of Bien- 
heim dead. Various suppositions as to the cause 
of the quarrel ure afloat. 

Emin’s Treatment of the Khedive. 

Coasiderabie indignation is felt at Cairo at 
Emin’s cavalier treatment of the Khedive, after 
the trouble and expense to which the Egyptian 
ruler has been to achiéve the rescue of the ex- 
plorer.
